Debt Alleviation 

The note further states that 
technical experts of both coun- 
tries feel that the new Brazilian 
program requires both domestic 
and foreign capital and that Bra- 
zil’s foreign debts, both public 
and private, payable in foreign 
currencies, will need some sort of 
alleviation, either through consoli- 
dation or by means of reschedul- 
ing the terms of payment. 

When the news was announced 
in Brazil all the newspapers fea- 
tured prominently the message of 
support of the government of the 
United States for the measures 
taken by President Janio Quadros 
to stabilize the Brazilian economy, 
according to the Brazilian Em- 
bassy’s Boletim. Diplomatic cir- 
cles which have been following 
fruition of the plans of negotia- 
tion laid some weeks ago by Am- 
bassador Moreira Salles, who has 
been on a roving ambassadorial 
assignment the purpose of which 
has been to reach understanding 
with the creditor nations of 
Brazil.

CEMIG System 


To meet the demand for electric 
power in this rich and busy area, 
CEMIG has constructed various 
power plants and an_intercon- 
nected systems of over 840 miles 
of transmission lines with tensions 
varying from 33kv to 16lkv. A 
345kv line from Furna to Belo 
Horizonte, now under construc- 
tion, will connect the CEMIG sys- 
tem with the Sao Paulo and Rio 
de Janeiro systems. 

Salto Grande Hydroelectric 
Plant on the Santo Antonio River, 
largest power plant operating in 
the State of Minas Gerais, is 
owned and operated by CEMIG. It 
has a capacity of 100,000kw. The 
construction of two 
about five miles 


dams and 
of tunnels 
was required to bring the water 
of two rivers to the power house. 
Also of the CEMIG group is the 
Itutinga Hydroelectric Plant, on 
the upper Grande River. It has a 
50,000kw capacity. 

Two and a half miles upstream 
from Itutinga is CEMIG’s Camar- 
gos Hydroelectric Plant. Its two 
generators will produce 22,500kw 
each, and its dam provides annual 
regulation of the 
plants. 

Part of CEMIG’s system, too, 
are Cajuru Hydroelectric Plant 
with a capacity of 8,000kw and 
Gafanhoto Plant with 13,000kw 
capacity. Cajuru is remotely con- 
trolled from Gafanhoto. Piau Hy- 
droelectrie Plant, on the Pinho

Brazilian Obtains a Patent 
for Economical Building 


of Adaptable Design 


A new type of pre-fabricated 
house, called by its inventor dif- 
ferent from anything known on 
the market either in Brazil or 
elsewhere has been getting a good 
deal of attention in Brazilian 
housing circles. Its developer, Sr. 
Américo Gaudenzi, of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, is said to have worked his 
project out after fifteen years of 
experimentation with this kind 
of building. 


Simpler Mass Construction 

Connected with the Instituto 
Nacional de Tecnologia, the in- 
ventor has been given a patent 
for his design, which has already 
interest in his native 
country among builders who are 
interested in  mass-constructed 
small units. Sr. Gaudenzi believes 
that his type of building should 
be particularly attractive to North 
American developers of large 
tracts.

He lists the following advan- 
tages of his patent: Construction 
is economical, estimated as from 
ten to twenty-five per cent less 
i'than ordinary constructions. It 
is efficient since it uses concrete, 
and also avoids expensive skilled 


labor. Because it uses standard 
lengths, quick construction is 
possible. 


There is an impressive climate 
factor. Because the walls are a 
vacuum in the range of their 
height there is heat and cold in- 
sulation. Safety and durability are 
assured in walls joined by verti- 
cal ribs at the same instant that 
the concrete is poured, making 
the wall an absolutely rigid all- 
in-one unit. There is no scaffold- 
ing, nor are wooden foundations
